Waahlngton, Aug. 30— The course ol 
the United States la the pending Chi- 
nese negotiations Is made more clpir 
by an Import.int note, embodying i 
oomnuiniciniijii from Russia an I 
rioiug the powers ot the action taken 
bjr Chte fforernment The RuMlan 
OOU declared tiiat ihn interdiction liy 
Ohe admirals of th«' ailicd Herts of \A 
Hung Chang's oommunic.ition wiiii 
the Ohtaese gavernment waa inexplic- 
able and Sidled that the powers direct 
their commanclers to vat'ite tlie uriior. 

The United Stated concurs with tlie 
position of Russia and inf;>rin.s t:i' 
powers that knatructloiis have been 
•est to our represetitattlTe In China in 
Ittje ppirit of tlip Russian noto. 

The state department, h.id disp.iteh- 
ed insftruotions to the United Statea 
diplomatic repreeeniativea abroad lu 
oonftmnlty with the decision reached 
by the caliinet upon the Russian pro- 
posal to withdraw the troops in i'e- 
Ung In order to allow the empress 
domger and Emperor Kwang T^^u to 
Mtorn to the capital and institute ne- 
gotiations for a .-ettioment with tli? 
powers. All of these steps are mat- 
Can ot common agreement, so It was 
pot poaathle forr two of the nations 
ooncemed, Russia and the United 
States to malte agreonuiits . lictwc'n 
themselves at this stage, at ^.-^t as it 
Is necessary to advise eaoh of the gov- 
ernments rei'resetiti'd in Cliina of th" 
various propositiouj .i.s laey ur.- 
broached. 

The instruction sent to our represen- 
tatlvefl recalls to tlieir mtnds the con- 
ditions wliirh the UnLtPil States gav- 
ernment alreatly has laid down as the 
proper basis for the institution of ne- 
gotiations for an amicable settlement. 
Borne of these oondttions liave been 
•met; the internativHial loiumn Is in 
Peking and the foreigners in that cap 
Ital are safe for the time being; T)io 
ramaiiider ot the oondltiona, oamely, 
those looking to the future protection 
of American intere>--,ts are yet to be 
oomplied with. If arrangements can 
be made lor their acceptance under 
proper guarantee for the performance, 
our government will "^^Ithdraw Its 
troops from I'tking in order to facili- 
tate the negotiation for peace and this 
assurance has been given to tihe Rus- 
sian government along with the oth- 
ers. The Chinese governmeait must 
guarantee its aMiity to prevent th'' 
spread of disorder to the other pro 
TiDces. and a recurreoce of auoh dis- 
«rdM« as hare occurred. 

It la not quite clear how the Chinese 
goremmeat can guarantee these con- 
ditions, but it .is possible thoit it bx3 
•ome private mesas of knowing that 
the empress dowager stands ready tO 
return to P( king upon the withdrawal 
of the foreign troops from that oai)i- 
ialj. If so, tlhe Ohinese govaroinent 
also must be «ble to extort trom the 
empress dowager or whatever remains 
of the Chinese government some sort 
of undertaking which can be accepted 
by the United SUtes as .suflloient to 
«h<Mr that the Chinese goiveriiment 
will enter upon negotiations UgOtk the 
described ba.sis ae soon as it returns 
to Pskiag. By the dispat^-ii of this 
note our goTsnunent has foo* the time 
being placed th* rMpoiMtMUCjr for the 
next stsp opo« ths OhtiiMS flo<van 
ment 

The state department sent specific 
iMtraollOBS to Consul Wiloox to re- 
turn to Hankow and resume his du- 
ties there and to Consul Martin to re- 
turn to Chin Klang. These ofliceas 
were allowed to leave their p(wu dur- 
dng the first flurry of eroitement, but 
it is now believed that they may re- 
sume their duties without dsangar. 

The state department makes public 
the tonowlng cablegram fixun Minis- 
ter Conger ; "More Russian, German, 
French and lUilian troop.'* arriving. 
Imperial palace will be entered Aug. 
28. Promenade of all aa.tioiu made 
«hrougih It— attsrward elossd and 
guarded PHnos CUog is sspsetsd in 
a few days." 

Mr. Conger's cable is of special in- 
terest because of his reference to com- 
-tag to Peking of Prince Chlng. In a 
i^csnt dispatch Minister Conger stat- 
ed that several meniliers of Uie Tsup^ 
Ll YmbSD were in Peking and would 
soon appear publicly. These facts In- 
dicaite that there Is gathering at Pe- 
king, a respect ilde fragment of thr 
Ohinese goverament which may af- 
ford the baHls nought by our govern- 



ment and that of Russia tor peace ne 
Rotlatiotis. Prince Chlng la well 
kmwn to he friendly to tlie fo^reigners 
and his coming to Peking, proljably 
by direction of the empre.'o dowager, 
Indicates that the imperial govern- 
ment is willing to sue for terms with 
the real purpose of submission. It is 
Impossible to tell from Mr. (^onger's 
dispatch when it was sent from Pe- 
king, but his statement that the im- 
perial palace won to be entered last 
Tiie.s<iay, places Its date very early ia 
the week at least.

His 
friends express the theory that he had 
gone to the plitfn-.ii to e.-cape the 
heat in tlie i .tr and was* jolted off 
wiiiie tlie train was on a curve. 

Mr. Powers was a con^lcuous fig- 
ure at Republican national conven- 
tions au i WIS -■.'lie of the 30G delegates 
who lieid .jut for a liiird term for 
President (Irant.

Ti.iirs lay ]>roved to he the most inter- 
esting day ot the institute. The session 
waa relieved of much of ita monotony by 
newlfeatures introduced by Prof. Klioton. 
i<''or tbe last year be has been studying 
in WaabioKton, D. O., and aeems nut 
only to have studied text Itooks, but to 
have been thoroughly alive to every- 
thing at tout him. During the morning' 
aeaaion, before receaa, he gave a deacrip- 
tion of Washington and ita aurround- 
iugs. Many of tbe teachera have visited 
tbe national capiul for a few daya at a 
time and theae were much intereated ae 
tiiey wanted to hear more of the "City of 
Magnilicent Distances." They were not 
disappointed, for Prof. Rhoton gave na 
tlie advantage of bis year's ret^idence. 
Altogether we derived mucli benefit and 
profit from hia lecture. 

Tbe subject of "School Discipline" was 
diacussed at considerable length, espec- 
ially punishments. It is the disposition 
of all our teachers to inflict as little cor- 
poral punishment as possible and never 
when angry. Thia disposition eeemi to 
be growing from year to year. 

After noon much time waa apent in at- 
tempting to deterniine how tlie large 
number of clasaea in a country acbool are 
to be compreaaed witl4|{the abort lengtb 
of time allow eil for a day. Tiuatees and 
patrons should assist and not discourage 
the teachera if they find in their achoois 
innovations along this line. 

"Arithmetic" was discussed for a thort 
time after recess. Prof. Rhoton gave tbe 
example, "What will ten yards of clotb 
cost at *1.003-003 per yard?" This pro- 
voked many artfuments and the trouble 
was not to get speakers to express them- 
selves, but to keep too many from speak- 
ing at once. 

I'rof. Kboton madg a short address set- 
ting forth the pleaanre he had ex- 
perienced in lieiiiK with us. Then came 
the good-byes, and tbe pleasant and ben- 
eficial week'a work waa ended. 

Tlie teachers, as a body, feel that they 
have been much benefited by coming in 
contact with each other, and eapecially 
in learning from I'rof. lihoton what lie 
has learned by actual expefieuce in tbe 
elaaa room. We will alwaya bave a warm 
place in our hearts for bim.
